Younger bands, when they were 
pioneers in the train robbing indus- 
try, was the scene last night of its 
fourth hold-up by road agents, at 
o'clock. The St. Louis and 
Chicago express which left Kansas 
City at 8:40, was flagged at Blue 
Cut and came to a standstill, and 
masked men immediately covered 
the engineer and fireman and com- 
pelled them to get down from their 
cab. 
At the same time another 
member of the bandit gang un- 
coupled the express car from the 
rest of the train. 
The robbers 
quickly climbed aboard the locomo- 
motive and express car and before 
the surprised train men had time to 
collect their wits, the bandits were 
speeding down the steep grade be- 
yond Blue Cut with the engine and 
express coach, and Express Messen- 
ger A. J. Frier, of St. Louis, was a 
prisoner in the car. 


When the excitement among the 
passengers and crew after being cut 
off from the engine and express car 
had abated, a number of the train- 
men who had been left with the 
train, started on foot to find the bal- 
ance of the train. It was fully two 
hours after the robbery occurred 
that the crew came uj) with the en- 
gine and express car, fully three 
miles from where the train had 
been stopped. 
When the door of 
the baggage car was opened by one 
of the crew Express Messenger J. A. 
Fryer, who had been left by the 
robbers with the command not to 
move under pain of death, quickly 
emerged from his cramped position 
and aided the other in patching up 
the train. 


There was evidence of 
money 
packageslhaving been opened and it 
is the general opinion that several 
thousand dollars have been taken. 
Messenger Fryer could give no esti- 
mate of the loss, however. 


He had a good view of the rob- 
bers, and described two of them as 
being quite tall, and he thought 
smoothly shaven. 
They were about 
twenty-five years of age. 
Hie third 
man, ^ 
one that attempted to blow 
openthe safe, was about thiri^-fiye 
years' old, and Tiad? it m e ^ ^ K B . 
The robbers had all evidently left 
the scene immediately after conclud- 
ing that it would be useless to break 
into the safe, although Fryer re- 
mained in the car at least two hours 
after they left. 


It' seems positive that the through 
safe, 
which 
ordinarily 
carries 
thousands 
of 
dollars, was not 
opened. 
Had the robbers succeed- 
ed in opening it, they would im- 
doubtedly have made a rich haul, 
notwithstanding the express com- 
pany ofl&cial's statement that it con- 
tained but little. 


Geo. P. Griflan, the depot agent, 
who knows the contents of the safe, 
refuses to make a statement. 
It 
will be remembered that Geo. E. 
Ross, the company's local cashier, 
now under arrest chargejd with em- 
bezzlement, handled over $100,000 
on the day before he left, and it was 
Sunday. 
The belief is that just at 
this time even that amount was ex- 
ceeded and that this plum was what 
the robbers were after.

three 
days he 
has inoculated himself 
with the 
garms of consumption, 
diphtheria 
and typhoid fever, yet he is per- 
fectly healthy and has suffered, he 
says, not the slightest trouble from 
the experiments. 
Science has de- 
cided that the system in a perfectly 
healthy constitution is impervious 
to the attacks of bacilli, but beyond 
this point, little if anything has 
been known. 
Dr. Powell 
goes 
deeper and says he believes he has 
discovered the secret of gaining and 
continuing the enjoyment of perfect 
health. 
He says he believes his dis- 
covery will have the effect to make 
those diseases which have been con- 
sidered incurable curable, and those 
curable cases easier to cure than 
now.

a "stone pile," to which all vagrants 
were sent, and those refusing to 
work were placed on a diet of bread 
and water. 
One fellow,

They would raise money by begging, 
generally having two or three boys 
for that purpose, with which to pur- 
chase kegs of beer, and with the 
beer and the food collected by the 
gang they would hold high carnival. 
Since the "stone pile" was estab- 
lished this has been broken up, and 
where there were a hundred tramps, 
scarcely one is now to be found.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 24.—A few 
weeJis ago a vessel imtting in at 
Lisbon after a trip around Cape 
Horn, reported the destruction by 
volcanic action of the Juan Fernan- 
dez island, 
famous as the fabled 
home of Robinson Crusoe. 
The 
master claimed to have seen the 
catastrophe from the deck of his 
vessel. 
The report was not given 
credence at the time by scientific 
men and denials are printed in 
papers and magazines. But Cap- 
tain Powells, of the British 
ship 
James Kerr, now in port, 
asserts 
that the story is generally believed 
by seafaring men all over the 
world. The James Kerr recently 
arrived from New Ciistle, N. S. W., 
where she was laid up four months 
on account of the coal strike. 
Capt. 
Powells met a very large number of 
master mariners there and says that 
the destruction of the island was a 
matter of common gossip among 
them. 
The captain himself has not 
passed within sight of the island 
since 1889, when he secured an ex- 
cellent photograph of it from the 
deck of his ship. 
He says that some 
of the captains who arrived in New 
Castle while h^ was there verified 
the report that the island was miss- 
ing.

with selfishness. This is .iust the 
mistake that so many men, philoso- 
phers and others, have made.

turn his back upon life, but to serve 
his fellows. It is because the world 
is at last beginning to catch the in- 
s]riration of this thought that it is'a 
better and brighter world than our 
forefathers knew.

The liaiiU Wi-ecks. 


The suspension of one lai'ge bank 
(the National bank of Illinois) and 
three small ones in Chicago, and 
that of a big one (the Bank of Min- 
nesota) and a little one in St. Paul, 
will create some uneasiness in finan- 
cial and business circles throughout 
the country, but the situation need 
not arouse alarm. 
The "run" in 
Chicago on another bank is just 
what might be expected under the 
circumstances. Still, this ended after 
a few hours' clumtioii. 
Probably a 
good deal of money wiU be tempo- 
rarily withdrawn from St. 
Paul 
banks, too, biit there is no present 
reason to suppose that further seri- 
ous damage will be done. 


Of course, the prolonged period of 
depression is the primary cause of 
these wrecks, but the 
weakness 
which this condition brought was 
materially intensified in the case of 
the first and largest of these failures, 
that of the Illinois National, by long 
continued 
bad management 
on 
the part of its' officers: It is hardly 
necessary to say that this might be 
fatal to a bank or any other sort of 
a business institution in the best of 
tiines. 'A very large part of the 
business mortality of ordinary years 
is due to this very cause. 
Unhap- 
pily some of the Illinois National's 
irregularities seem to have evaded 
the bank examiner at the time of 
his inspection of its accounts, which 
raises a suspicion that bank exam- 
inations do not always examine. 


But there is nothing in these 
wrecks which warrants any serious 
distrust. 
Undoubtedly the gi'eat 
majority of the' banks in Chicago 
and Str Paul aré solid and safe, and 
nothing would endanger them ex- 
cept a "run" on them by depositors, 
a stupidity which is decidedly, im- 
probable. 
Outside of those two 
points no fear will be felt.

was a little afraid of powder and 
was .pleased to note that the cars 
containing the explosive were next 
to the rear of the train. We stopped 
on a siding to let a westbound ex- 
press pass and then pulled out, and 
let her go for all she was worth, so 
tliat we could get over the tunnel 
summit. 
The top of, the hill was 
just at the entrance to the tunnel, 
and as the track was not in very 
good shape in the tunnel, I shut off 
steam and eased her up a little after 
getting started down the hill. There 
was where I made a mistake for ten 
of the cars had broken loose from 
the engine and the first eleven cars 
had passed over the summit, and the 
momentum carried them over the 
knuckle, and they came do^vn after 
us fifty miles an hour. 
Just about 
the middle of the tunnel they struck 
us with terrific force and then it 
was that I made the fastest run, 
for the powder exploded and my 
engine and all the cars that were 
left shot out of the tunnel like wads 
oat of a big gun.
